Polling places were strategically 
located in Oakland, Redwood City and in

Miyako Hotel where later that evening 
the truth was unfolded and the Second 
Emperor was announced and acclaimed 
to wild screams and shrieks as the band 
played San Francisco Open your Golden 
Gate. 

A simple but impressive program was 
provided for the evening by retiring 


Emperor MARCUS I, who received 
gracious accolades for his 
accomplishments during his pioneering 
reign.

ANNOUNCES FUND DRIVE 

The SAN FRANCISCO 
METROPOLITAN COMMUNITY 
CHURCH announced plans this week to 
mount a major fund drive to raise money 
for a new church, necessitated by a recent 
arson-set fire to their former home at 
1074 Guerrero Street. The theme for the 
campagin is “The Year of the Phoenix” 
and the slogan is from the 61st Chapter 
of Isaiah, “so give unto them beauty for 
ashes.” 

The goal for the fund drive has been 
set at $100,000 which the church hopes 
to raise within the next twelve months. 
Ninety percent of this is expected to be 
raised from within the immediate area 
and the possibility of a national campaign 
is under consideration to raise the rest. 

The church hopes to acquire a 
permanent fire-proof structure which 
would not only house the church 
sanctuary but include a library, offices 
and meeting rooms to be made available 
to other homophile organizations. 

A permanent home would be the first 
for the constantly relocating church that 
began 3H years ago with a dozen 


individuals meeting in a small apartment 
living room. Since that time the church 
has moved from an upstairs room of a 
local bar, the small and then large 
meeting rooms at California Hall, a 
shared-quarters situation with St. Aidans 
Episcopal Church and the now 
fire-stricken sanctuary at 1074 Guerrero. 

The recent flrejwas not the first in 
M.C.C.’s struggle to bring its message of 
hope to San Francisco’s Gay community. 
The church once maintained a “Center” 
on Sixth St. which housed offices and 
served as a gathering place for new 
arrivals and those in need of counselling, 
food or a temporary place to stay - until 
it was burned out by another arsonist - 
set fire in mid-1972. 

Many local dignitaries and community 
personalities have offered their support to 
the fund raising campaign, including 
Sheriff richard Hongisto, State Senator 
Milton Marks and San Francisco 
Supervisor Joh n Molinari, who are 
planning a special fund-raising activity 
during the month of October. Theatrical 
personalities J.J. Van Dyke, H.L. Perry 
and James Thomason-Bergner will each 
direct a special production to benefit 
M.C.C. and the SAN FRANCISCO 


TAVERN GUILD is holding several 
auctions to raise funds. 

The congretation of 
METROPOLITAN COMMUNITY 
CHURCH is temporarily worshipping at 
Mission United Presbyterian Church, 23rd 
& Capp Streets, where they invite 
everyone to attend and help “to give unto 
them beauty for ashes.”

DISC JOCKEY SPEAKS 
GAY LIBERATION 
ON HIS OWN STATION 

In what is called a first in American 
commercial radio, Dave Kesti, popular 
San Francisco Bay Area disc jockey, will 
be the guest on “Cabbages and Kings,” a 
weekday interview program, Monday, 
September 17, 1973, on KWUN in 
Concord. Kesti has been employed by the 
station as a weekend, and fill-in disc 
jockey since June of this year. 

He will be speaking about EAST BAY 
GAY, INC., a non-profit, non-political 
Gay community services organization 
which he co-founded in April of this year. 
The group has had immediate success in 
its telephone help services, Gay social 
nights, and discussion groups - a factor 
which, in part, cleared the way for the 
half-hour interview. 

KWUN president, William Adler, 
remarked that his station exists to serve 
the needs of people in its Contra Costa 
County service area. He said that 
although a particular subject matter may 
be controversial, it is no reason to be 
afraid to offer that subject and its 
corresponding points of view. He cited a 
past interview with a chiropractor who 
now maintains a weekly program on the 
station, as well as a frank discussion of 
vasectomy on the interview program, 
which was unheard of on Bay Area radio 
at the time of its airing. 

KWUN, at 1480 on the AM radio dial, 
is a daytime-only station with 500 watts 
of power. The station claims to serve 
principly a population center of just over 
half a milion, yet it employs two fulltime 
newspeople, plus many parttime 
newspeople—unusally large a staff by 


broadcast standards. 

This is the second in a series of 
broadcast engagements by EAST BAY 
GAY. Earlier this month, members of 
EAST BAY GAY appeared on a 
Gaypeople’s radio program on KPFA in 
Berkeley. During the remainder of 
September a television crew from the 
Japan Broadcasting Corporation will be 
filming interviews and coverage of EAST 
BAY GAY’s weekly events. The program 
will be part of a series on changing 
American cultures, to be aired on 
Japanese television. 

Also, EAST BAY GAY will be 
.appearing on “All the People,” a Sunday 
night public affairs program seen on 
KTVU, Channel 2, in Oakland. The 11 
PM to midnight program will feature a 
question-answer exchange between high 
school people and their parents with 
EAST BAY GAY members. The telecast, 
in the planning since May, represents one 
of the few times a broadcast will try to 
link television and the classroom in a Gay 
discussion. Mailings will be sent to high 
schools in the Eastbay Area promoting 
the television event and the services of 
EAST BAY GAY’s educational services 
department. 

EAST BAY GAY maintains a 
telephone help, information, and referral 
service in the Oakland area at 893-1019. 
The service is open everyday from 2—11 
PM. With an average of 700 calls per 
month, the “switchboard” operation 
helps Gaypeople find housing, 
employment, entertainment, and special 
interest groups. 

EAST BAY GAY currently promotes 
an opera study group, a rock band in the 
formative stages, a speakers bureau, 
discussion groups of various types, and a 
counseling collective of professional and 
paraprofessional counselors.

THE HEAT’S ON

For as far back as anyone can 
remember, the San Francisco Police 
Department has had a policy of 
“cleaning-up” the town about three 
months before the municipal elections. 
The next election is scheduled for the 
first Tuesday in November. Right on 
schedule, the police crackdown got 
underway early in August. 

Certain types of homosexuals are 
being severely harassed. The arrest rates 
have soared in five main areas: toilet sex, 
public cruising, prostitution, 
cross-dressing and drugs. 

Narcotics agents, some of them Gay, 
have been operating in Gay bars, and 
many drug arrests have been made. 
Fortunately, there have been no reports 
of sex arrests in bars or baths. 

Toilet entrapment and public cruising 
arrests are being made in a great number 
of places. Especially hot right now are the 
toilets in Lafayette Square, Woolworth’s, 
Emporium, Macy’s, Airport Terminal, 
450 Sutter Street, 43rd Av., Golden Gate 
Park, Alaska Commercial Building, Russ 
Building, Marina Green, Sutter Garage, 



Mason Garage, Union Square, 
Greyhound, Lake Merced, Aquatic Park, 
Pickwick Hotel, Lankersham Hotel and 
Alamo Square. 

Hot public cruising and on-the-spot 
sex areas include the Sea Wall, Buena 
Vista Park, Sunset Sand Dunes, Old 
Russian Resevoir, the public shows at 
Chestnut and Buchanan, Ft. Fusnton 
ruins and caves, the underground 
bunkers, all of the back-room peep 
shows, the Muncipal Pier, the Market 
Street Meat Rack, the Polk St. - VW 
garbage, can and the San Francisco 
Museum of Art. 

I hestitate to publish a list like this, 
because everytime I do, I soon hear about 
some silly queen that used the list as a 
cruising guide and got arrested. Don’? do 
it unless you want to spend a few weeks 
cursing Queens’ Row at San Bruno. 

Most of the male prostitutes have long 
since been arrested or run out of town, so 
the vice squad is now concentrating on 
the prostitutes’ tricks. Vice squadders 
have got hold of the little black books of 
several modeling agencies. They call up 
the customers, give them a smooth line, 
and ask if they would like to have a 
“model”’ The models are undercover 
police agents who arrest the customer as 
soon as the money is handed over. 
Prostitution, as defined in the California 
Penal Code, means either accepting or 
paying money for sex. Under the law, the 
customer is just as guilty as the 
prostitute. 

Many, including some very respectable 
closet queens with a family and home in 
the suburbs, have been arrested in a 
special vice squad operation. Several 
victims report that they were arrested 
after answering a model ad in the 
Berkeley Barb. The victims had heard 
that arrest of models’ customers were 
being made. But they mistakenly believed 
that the arrests were being made only on 
out-calls in the victims’ hotel rooms or 
apartments. The police outsmarted them, 
and many other cautious types, by 
renting an apartment, having a phone 
installed and placing a model ad in the 
Barb, all at the taxpayers’ expense. 
Cop-wise customers, who figured they 
were safe by going to the model’s 
apartment, got a big surprise. 

Another victim, according to police, 
approached a plain clothes vice officer on 
a Tenderloin Street corner and offered to 
such his prick for $20.00. Then, 

















according to the arresting officer, the 
victim was arrested on the spot for being 
a whore. 

The victim tells quite a different tale. 
He says the police officer came to his 
apartment for a cup of coffee. He became 
suspicious and made no advances. But 
then the policeman grabbed him and 
made the victim suck his prick and give 
him $20.00. The victim has pleaded 
innocent and demanded a jury trial. He 
says that he can prove that his version of 
the story is true, because the policeman 
has a whart on his prick and a birthmark 
on his scrotum. The fun part of the trial 
will come when the judge orders the 
arresting officer to unzip his pants and 
exhibit the evidence to the jury. 

The sumptuary cross-dressing arrests 
are being made by uniform officers. It is a 
round-up type operation. When the patrol 
wagon police see a suspected 
corss-dresser, they just scoop him up. One 
cross-dresser explained exactly how it’s 
done: “I was just walking down the 
street,” he said, “when the patrol wagon 
stopped. Next thing I knew, a cop had me 
by the arm. He said ‘Come on, honey, 
you’re going to Queen’s Row’, that’s all 
there was to it.” 

Often enough, when the suspected 
transvestite is forced to pull down his 
panties, the guards see a cunt. It’s a 
wonder the city hasn’t had any false 
arrest suits as a result of this procedure. 
But the police are fairly safe; most of the 
real women they get by mistake are 
whores, drug addicts and the like and not 
in much of a position to complain. 

The heat’s on and it’s going to stay on 
until after the election. There is no reason 
to panic, but the wise will play it cool 
until after the election. You won’t be 
arrested so long as you observe the five 
don’ts - Don’t cruise public places. Don’t 
have sex in public. Don't carry drugs. 
Don’t wear your gown on the street. 
Don’t be either a buyer or seller of sex. 

There have been no reported sex 
arrests in bars or baths. For the duration 
it’s much safer, and can be a hell-of-a-lot 
cheaper in the long run.

challenging me to try and throw her. She 
has been in show business since she was a 
child, working for a year in the circus as a 
trampoline performer, tumbler and 
aerialist, studied ballet, been a dancer, 
appeared in feature films and worked on 
Broadway in musical comedy. That is 
why she will not reveal her true identity, 
using instead the feminine version of that 
standard theatrical nom de plume of 
George Spelvin, usually used in the 
program when the director doubles in a 
bit role and wants to remain anonymous. 
As she talks, it becomesobviousshe’s been 
battered about in the business and 
desperately seeks financial security just to 
“pay the rent.” She’s also bitterly 
amused at the critical acclaim she’s 
received for her, work in “Miss Jones” 
since “I’ve done better work in feature 
films but no one ever bothered to 


notice.” She doubts if she’ll go back to 
doing Broadway shows (“It took too 
much discipline”), but loves making films 
(“...to complete something that’s here 
and you can see for yourself how you 
did”). 

And what about “Devil in Miss 
Jones”? “Miss Jones is a 35 year old 
virgin whose life is so empty she ends it... 
She is a caricature, a stereotype, that is 
used to showing the very adverse results 
of completely restricting oneself... Most 
porno films are just excuses for fucking. 
I’m not sure this wasn’t originally 
designed for that. They were lucky. They 
got good people, good director, good 
music, all good theatre people who 
cared... It’s the best of its genre, but

anyway... Obviously, I don’t feel I’ve 
done anything wrong. I couldn’t be more 
delighted at the critical reaction ... My 
opinion of the film is the last. Critics 
mean nothing. It’s the public. They 
decide what’s good... There are certain 
general things that seem to turn most 
people on, like Beethoven’s 5th. But what 
turns you on, I may go ‘yecch!’. 
Everybody has something different that 
turns them on. There’s one scene in the 
film, and I’ve seen it 5 times now, that 
still turns me on every time I see it and 
that’s the one with my own lover, Claire. 
We’ve been together 3 years... Have you 
ever had the ultimate climax, that was so 
good you never wanted to have another? 
Of course not. You have to keep looking 
for what’s best for you.” 

There is one brief scene in the movie 
with only Miss Spelvin and a very friendly 
snake. ‘‘Oh, you mean Herman? He’s 
marvelous, a great snake. We’re still very 
good friends. He wants to do 
another picture with me. I go to see him 
and he kind of (she gives an imitation of 
Herman hypnotically swaying in front of 
my face) and tells me he wants to do 
another. I have no fear of snakes. I have 
respect for them though.” And her views 


on politics? On Mr. Nixon? “That poor 
man is going to be taken away in a 
straitjacket! I don’t like that entire 
political game, that power game that 
leads nowhere but straight to Hell!!” And 
what people does Georgina Spelvin 
admire? “Jacques Cousteau, I think he 
should be president of the world. And 
Buckmeister Fuller, Marshall McCluen, 
Jane Fonda, Shirley MacLaine and 
Shirley Chisholm.” And her dream? “To 
see the technology that borught us to the 
brink of disaster utilized to bring this 
beautiful planet to the potential it 
deserves.” When I comment she seems to 
be a lady who knows herself very well, 
she suddenly laughs, touches me 
affectionately and says, “Oh, I wish that 
were true!” 

For her starring role in “Miss Jones,” 
Miss Spelvin received the luxurious salary 
of $100. a day for a total of 5 days. No 
percentage. But she will do better with 
her next erotic film for the same 
producers, and in Nov. she starts shooting 
Wakefield Poole’s new film, “B.C. 
Scandals.” She’s much prettier in person 
than in the film, and as this 
fragile-looking woman sits sipping her 
white wine as the lights dim for a press 



screening, she knows that no matter what 
she says or how she acts, certain members 
of the press will always tear apart any 
actress who appears in these films. She 
doesn’t really give a damn, though, and if 
you want to attack her, she’s more than 
capable of fighting back. 1 wouldn’t 
dream of it. How can anyone possibly 
dislike or put down an actress who, when 
her producer comes up and says to me 
“We couldn’t have done it without her,” 
turns around, pats his hand and says, 
“Oh, nonsense. Bette Davis could have 
done just as well.”

Therefore, it will behoove you to 
see PLAZA SUITE currently playing at 
The VILLAGE on Sat. and Sun. evenings. 
Although PLAZA SUITE is not my 
favorite comedy by Mr. Simon, the CITY 
PLAYERS have given it a handsome 
production played with zest and spirit. 

Mr. Simon originally wrote this play 
as a tour de force for his good friend, 
Maureen Stapleton, and George C. Scott. 
Three one-act plays strung together by all 
taking place in Suite 719 of the Plaza 
Hotel, with Stapleton and Scott playing 
three completely different couples. The 
movie version broke the women’s roles up 
and Miss Stapleton only got to recreate 
the first act lady, while Walter Matthau

scored a dazzling display of versatility by 
taking on all three male roles. CITY 
PLAYERS, with Carl Berry directing, has 
decided to give Chuck Waltz his big 
chance by also assuming all three parts. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Waltz is less successful 
than Mr. Matthau. An enormous 
undertaking, and certainly deserving 
recognition for a gallant attempt, Mr. 
Waltz has found three basic 
characterizations, all one dimensional 
(part of this is inherent in the script), and 
plays each one at one level with little 
variance. There are no highs or lows, no 
shadings, just one steady level for each. 
His first act is played very straight, a 
harried husband married 23 years who is 
cheating on his wife. In the second act, he 
is a lustful Hollywood producer trying to 
seduce a former high school girl-friend, 
now married and dazzled by his soccess. 
After shedding an annoying speech 
pattern that gives him a queenie quality, 
he scores several bright moments in what 
is indisputedly the best of the three acts. 
However, the way Mr. Simon has 
structured his one-acts, Mr. Waltz only 
supports his leading ladies for the first 
two acts, then finally gets his big moment 
in the third act as the father of a bride 
who’s locked herself in the bathroom five 
minutes before the ceremony. It’s high 
farce, with Mr. Waltz crying, screaming, 
pleading, threatening and almost 
drowning as his daughter refuses to 
emerge from her sanctuary. Definitely his 
best act, he never reaches a hysterical 
peak, so that when he finally admits 
defeat, it seems he’s given in too easily.

What Chuck Waltz does do is establish 
three completely different individuals, no 
small achievement, and all are fine 
beginnings to build upon, if he could 
sustain them. Unfortunately he doesn’t. 
He lends support to the ladies, but he 
never dominates the evening... and he 
should. 

Carl Berry’s best directorial decision 
















was his choice of casting for the three 
women’s roles. All three are exceptional. 
Brandie plays Karen Nash, a 48 year old 
woman who knows her marriage is on the 
rocks and hides her lonliness and 
insecurity under a flippant facade. It is 
the only three dimensional 
characterization Mr. Simon has allowed in 
the entire play. Brandie has caught the 
brittle, airy quality beautifully, but Mr. 
Berry has directed her to play for laughs, 
and laughs she does get steadily, with 
every quip and sally. What is lacking 
throughout the first part of the act is the 
desperation, the fact that this woman is 
used to talking to herself, to not being 
heard. The way Brandie and Chuck play 
together, she is the stronger of the two, 
so that when she suddenly breaks down 
and admits she knows she’s losing him to 
another woman and wants to know what 
she can do to save her marriage, we are 
unprepared for such vulnerability and 
despair. They’re two nice people, him the 
success-driven Wall Street businessman 
having a fling with his secretary, her the 
wife fighting to preserve the only thing 
she has, her marriage, and while the 
barrage of jokes come fast and furious, 
we need to see beneath the facade of fast 
wise-cracks. Brandie gives us a finely 
honed performance, totally convincing, 
but lacking nuance and depth until the 
end of the act. And it’s not for lack of 
ability, that’s for sure. It’s the hardest 
role in the show, and Brandie brings it to 



ft^^coressolidly as a New Jersey matron. 

Faye plays Muriel Tate, a housewife 
from Tenafly, New Jersey, who feasts on 
Silver Screen and Sheila Graham for 
excitement. Happily married with three 
children, Muriel has allowed herself to be 
lured to the Plaza to see her old flame, 
now a successful Hollywood producer. 
All she wants is to hear the lowdown dirt 
on Hollywood, all he wants is her lily 
while body for an afternoon. Finally, 
after much fencing as she gets 
increasingly .tipsy, they reach a happy 


compromise, with him dragging her off to 
bed by repeating famous names of stars. 
It is pure froth from start to finish, and 
Faye attacks the role of Muriel with every 
bit of timing and comedic ability at his 
command. Even his throwaway lines are 
funny, all the bits work, and it is the only 
act where the pace builds and build 
ssteadily. It is a jewel of a performance 
which will be long remembered after the 
play is a dim memory. 

Nancy plays second banana to Mr. 
Waltz as the frenzied mother of the bride 
in the third act. He punches, mugs and 
does everything in his power to bolster 
an' act that never quite gets off the 
ground. But Nancy is simply limited as 
to how much he can do by the role itself. 
More bits like the final fussing over the 
gown, the groom, etc. from the beginning 
(such as constantly plumping up the 
pillows, mopping up after Chuck has 
dripped on the floor, etc.) would give him 
more to do and avoid some dead spots 
where nothing is happening onstage 
except someone sitting. It is a part that 
cannot be too gimmicked, and Nancy is 
capable of far more than he has to do 
here. 



Carl Berry’s direction shows a tine 
flair for high comedy, but lacks depth 
and focus. Brandie asks Chuck why their 
marriage is falling apart, then, as he tries 
to explain, casually gets up and walks 
into the next room for a cigarette. Who 
are you going to watch, the person 
explaining or the person walking? It’s a 
crucial moment; surely she could wait 
until the biggest crisis in her life is 
answered for a smoke! Perhaps it is 
significant that the most successful act is 
the one with the most contained 
movement, so that we can listen and 
watch and not miss something because 
somebody is pacing or rummaging 
through drawers across the stage. It is Mr. 


Berry’s initial directorial effort, however, 
and bodes promise for a brieht new

Another of those “good actresses 
wasted in bad rubbish” movies is 
currently making the rounds, “Happy 
Mother’s Day, Love George.” Starring 
Oscar winners, Patricia Neal and Cloris 
Leachman, the film’s main focal point is 
on the youngsters Ron Howard and Tessa 
Dahl. This is the first bad step in what 
ultimately is a very disappointing film. I 
am a big fan of Miss Neal’s and I got the 
impression from this film that the only 
reason she did it was because her real-life 
daughter, Miss Dahl, would get her big 
break. Well, I guess one has to start 
somewhere. 

I think the main problem with the 
film is that the entire “secret” of the plot 
can be guessed by the average film-goer 
about 15 minutes into the movie. Ron 
Howard (currently on screen in 
“American Graffiti”) comes to a small 
fishing village on the East coast and 
searches for the secret of his parental 
beginnings. Right away, we guess that 
Miss Leachman is his mother and, later 


on, that Miss Neal’s dead husband, 
George, was the boy’s father. Woven into 
this plotline is the fact that people have 
been mysteriously disappearing all over 
town. The police chief, Simon Oakland, 
seems to do nothing except drive around 
town a lot. Once we glimpse the 
demented Miss Dahl, things begin to jell 
and you just know, that she’s weird and 
dangerous. 

The young Miss Dahl looks very much 
like her famous mother and with more 
experience could be a fine young actress. 
In this film, however, she must appear 
constantly crazed with lust and 
homicidily dangerous. It’s a performance 
that starts at one demented level and 
builds to nothing. We still get the same 
glassy-eyed look whether she is hacking a 
body to bits or trying to seduce young 
Howard. 

Unfortunately Miss Neal and Miss 
Leachman do not have a scene together 
but individually they do rise above the 
muddiness of the script. Bobby Darin 
manages to give a little spark to his role as 
Miss Leachman’s live-in lover who 
becomes one of Miss Dahl’s earlier 
victims. 

I guess the gory highlight is the 
doscovery of dead bodies in the summer 
house by blonde and beautiful Kathie 
Browne. Miss Browne is the wife of 
director/producer Darrin McGavin and 
this is one case where casting relatives 
works. 

If the film is playing with something 
you want to see, then I’d go, otherwise 
just wait around until it’s Ann Sothern’s 
turn to be “mad” in “The Killing Kind.”

It’s all I can manage to sit thru a Gay 
porno flick, but at the encouraging of 
friends, I went to see the “straight” flick, 
“The Devil In Miss Jones.” I was 
pleasantly surprised.

There is a new kind of rock happening 
which could be called non-music, 
non-rock or “let’s see how wierd we can 
look and how bad we can play and still 
get paid for it.” On the local scene one of 
the choices you have is in the form of a 
tall, scraggly, long black haired dude who 
goes by the name of PEARL. His trip is 
to keep fresh the memory of Janis Joplin 
by singing her songs, mimicking her 
actions, and trying to sound like her. He 
sings them all: “Down on Me,” “T’aint 
Nobodys Business,” “Little Girl Blue,” 
“Bobby McGee,” “Ball & Chain” etc. But 
he’s sloppy about it and is trying to cash 
in on a gimmick that he won’t be able to 
do. People watching him sit there and 
say, “Close your eyes. It’s Janis.” Well, 
brother, it isn’t and never will be. This 
cheap imitator is bad. 

I feal Pearl is very representative of 
the new show-rock. Using gimmicks of a 
visual nature to disguise that lack of 
#lent, and bad taste. No one with talent 
needs to describe themselves as the 
“incredible fucking Pearl.” It seems this 
new kind of rock star keeps calling to 
their potential followers to come and 


show how degenerate and repulsive you 
can make yourself with costumes and 
make up.

Let’s go on enjoying 
her voice and style rather than drowning 
ourselves in necrophilia and watching a 
cheap imitation. 

Pearl feels if you don’t like what he is 
or what he does “that’s too fucking bad.” 

I prefer not to indulge myself again in his 
show. I’m tired of seeing “what comes of 
too much pills and liquor.”
